France's gold drain 
reaching crisis level

PARIS (UPI) — France has lost an­ 
other $41 million in a week in her fast 
dwindling 
gold and foreign currency 
stockpile, the Bank of France announced 
today. 
The new drain was disclosed as Prés­ 
idant Charles de Gaulle’s defeat in Sun­ 
day’s constitutional referendum became 
a growing possibility. 
A public straw poll for the first time 
indicated a majority of those questioned 
had decided to vote against the general. 
He has warned if he is beaten, he will 
quit at once. 
The Bank of France announced that 
in the week from April 10-17 it lost 
206 million francs $41.2 million in gold 
and foreign currency. The loss the pre­ 
vious week was 168 million francs $33.6 
million. 
The loss since the beginning of the year 
was more than $120 million. 
Since the crisis last May and June the 
country has had to shell out well over one- 
third of its original $6 billion gold and 
foreign exchange stockpile to shore up 
the franc. 
But’ a sudden new rush by Frenchmenn 
this week to sell their francs for gold, 
U.S. dollars and West German marks 
appeared to be tailing off. Experts said 
the Bank of France was buying francs 
heavily to prop up the price. 
The price of a one kilo 2.2 pounds 
of gold ingot was $48.9 a fine ounce com­ 
pared with $48.31 Wednesday. 
The U S buying price is $35 
The franc remained steady at 4.97 
to the U.S. dollar • the same level as 


the past two days. The official rate 
is 4.90. 


The poll was published in the news­ 
paper Le Figaro and confirmed what 
politicians and diplomats had been say­ 
ing for a long time-DeGaulle could be 
in trouble. 
He has 
threatened 
to 
quit if the reforms are not approved 
in the referendum Sunday. 


Le Figaro said 53 per cent of those 
decided would vote against De Gaulle’s 
wishes. Forty-seven per cent would en­ 
dorse them. The newspaper said one- 
third of the voters it interviewed had 
not yet made up their minds.

Allies offer 
concessions to 
break deadlock

PARIS (UPI) — The United States 
and South Vietnam offered the Commun­ 
ists three major concessions today at 
the Paris peace talks in an effort to 
break the long standing deadlock. There 
was no immediate Communist response. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge said 
the United States was ready to negotiate 
political as well as military issues sim­ 
ultaneously. 
Previous U.S. position was that pol­ 
itical talks would have to wait until the 
military issues were settled. 
In another major concessionSouth Viet­ 
nam indicated it had dropped its in­ 
sistence that the Viet Cong disavow their 
Communist affiliation before they could 
participate in the political life of South 
Vietnam. 
The third concession also came from 
South Vietnam. It said for the first 
time that mutual withdrawal of foreign 
troops was the key issue in the talks. 
Previously South Vietnam has opposed 
any hints of an early withdrawal of U.S. 
troops from the country. 
The concessions were so sweeping it 
was doubtful if the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong could reply formally to­ 
day although the normal procedure would 
be an automatic denunciation and new 
charges the United States was intensify­ 
ing the war. 
Lodge told today’s session the United 
States saw “ no reason why the mili­ 
tary and political aspects of a settle­ 
ment cannot be worked out at the same 
time.” 
The meeting, which began at 10:30 
a.m. ended at 3:15 p.m. 
Federal budget cuts pose new 
fund threat to local school

The proposed cutback of school aid 
monies in President Nixon’s 1969-70 fis­ 
cal budget poses the most serious finan­ 
cial threat to Lompoc Unified School 
District in a skein of crises that be­ 
gan last year. 
The budget which was released last 
week eliminates about $811,000 in Pub­ 
lic Law 874 funding for federally con­ 
nected school children. 
School officials noted the threat Tues­ 
day during a regular school board meet­ 
ing. 
Lompoc Unified School District gets 
about $2 million annually to offset the fact 
that Vandenberg Air Force Base has no 
assessed valuation, yet has about 7,000 
students to educate. The cutback would 
be partially offset by increased state aid 
monies but the impact would be shatter­ 
ing according to school officials. 
A preliminary assessment o the im­ 
pact of the cutback indicates it would 
eliminate repairs and maintenance to 
equipment and buildings, eliminate trans­ 
portation services, curtail custodial and 


gardening services, and severely reduce 
instructional services. School officials 
said it would be almost impossible for 
local taxpayers to make up the differ­ 
ence. 


The school board recently overcame 
a $762,000 budget deficit by cutting 
$120,000 from the instructional program 
and invoking 77 cents in previously un­ 
used permissive override taxes. At the 
same time the trustees reaffirmed 37 
cents in permissive override taxes which 
had been invoked for the first time 
last year. 


Under current funding the federal gov­ 
ernment supplies about 22.8 per cent of 
the district’s approximate $9 million 
budget; the state 53.6 per cent; and lo­ 
cal property taxes the remaining 23 
per cent. If President Nixon’s cutback 
is allowed to stand, the financial pie would 
be made up of only 13.7 per cent of fed­ 
eral monies; the state would remain about 
the same and the local taxpayer about 
32.1 per cent.

Man charged following 
shooting episode here 


A 50-year-old deaf mute from Santa Barbara was booked on a charge of at­ 
tempted murder last night in the aftermath of a shooting spree that left 
another deaf mute wounded in the foot and leg. 
The victim, Richard Smith, 40, of 321 N. N St., Lompoc, was in satisfac­ 
tory condition at Goleta Valley Community Hospital today with gunshot 
wounds from a .32 caliber automatic in the left foot and left leg below the 
knee, according to hospital officials. 
Lompoc police booked James Tony Scalise, of 3055 Calle Roslas, Santa 
Barbara, on the attempted murder charge. Bail was set at $3,125. 
Police said the shooting occurred shortly before 8 p.m., when Scalise 
discovered his wife, Nancy Jane Scalise, 38, also a deaf mute, sitting in a 
car with Smith in the 200 Black of West Ocean Avenue. Scalise had allegedly 
come to Lompoc in search of his spouse. 
In the confrontation a shot was fired through the windshield of Smith’s car. 
Mrs. Scalise at this point fled into a nearby liquor store, police said. 
Smith ran east on Ocean Avenue, apparently with Scalise in pursuit. 
Five shots were fired in the course of the cha.se, according to investigating 
officers. Smith ran north on I Street and collapsed in a parking lot in the 100 
Block of North I Street. 
Police took Scalise into custody nearby. The officers said the suspect 
handed over the weapon without incident. 
During the investigation, Mrs. Scalise arrived on the scene and was ar­ 
rested and booked on a drunk charge. 
Investigating officers were hampered by the inability of the victim, the sus­ 
pect and the suspect’s wife to speak. 
Wars biggest B-52 raid 


hits troops near border

SAIGON (UPI) — The United States 
massed its biggest wartime armada of 
B52 bombers today and sent it against 
North Vietnamese soldiers regrouping 
near the Cambodian border for another 
phase of their nationwide offensive. 
Military spokesman said the eight-en­ 
gine bombers unloaded at least two 
million pounds of bombs into guerrilla 
troops in War Zone C, 50 to 75 miles 
northwest of Saigon. Some of the bombs 
fell within IV2 miles of the Cambodian 
border. 
“ There’s troop activity up there and 
they’re going after it,” a spokesman for 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, U.S. Comm­ 
and said. 
The increasing combat activity near 
the Cambodian border was reflected in 
latest casualty figures which showed 
216 Americans killed and 1,602 wounded 
last week. American forces now have 
lost 34,283 men since Jan 1. Communist 
deaths were put at 3,379 and South Viet­ 
nam put its losses for the week at 329 
killed. 
Eleven of the 14 fights that Abrams 
ordered into action overnight dropped 
their 20-ton bombloads on what U S 
intelligence said is the North Vietnam­ 
ese 1st and 7th army divisions bivouack­ 
ed in War Zone C, a guerrilla redoubt 
for the entire Vietnam War. 
“ As far as we can tell, it is the 
most” B52 bombers assembled in the 
Vietnam War for such a concentration 
of strikes, a command spokesman said.

All the bomber-area strikes center­ 
ed in Tay Ninh Province, which hugs 
Cambodia northwest of Saigon and is 
a hotbed of Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese activity. 
The closest B52 raid 
to Saigon was 25 miles east of the 
city, military communiques said. 
American headquarters reported the 
Reds carried out seven “ significant” 
shelling attacks against Allied bases 
during the night.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President 
Nixon today asked Congress to boost 
the price for mailing a first class let­ 
ter to 7 cents. Post cards, and second 
and third class mail would also be 
raised in an effort to slash the nation’s 
postal deficit. 
In a message to Congress, Nixon said 
his proposals would reduce the record 
$1.2 billion 1970 postal deficit by more 
than $600 million. 
The President said the only alterna­ 
tive to the rate increases would be 
to add $600 million “ to already consid­ 
erable burden of the taxpayers.” 
Nixon proposed: 
— Raising the rate for first class 
letters and post cards one cent to 
seven and six cents, respectively, ef­ 
fective July 1, 1969. The ten cent air 
mail letter rate would remain unchang­ 
ed. 
— Second class mail, newspapers and 
magazines circulating outside the coun­ 
ty in which they are published, would be 
raised by 12 per cent July 1, 1970. 
This would be in addition to the 8 per 
cent increase scheduled to take effect 
next Jan. 1. 
— Third class mail, used by direct 
advertisers for so-called junk mail- 
would be increased by 16 per cent ef­ 
fective Jan 1, 1970. The minimum single 
piece third class rate would go up one 
cent July 1. Bulk rates for third class 
mall are scheduled to be increased on 
July 1. 
In his postal rate message to Con­ 
gress, Nixon said: “ This Administra­ 
tion is determined that the cy< le of 
greater and greater postal deficits and 
more and more rate increases will be 
broken. The only way to break that 
cycle is through effective, long-range 
reforms in the way the postal system 
operates." 
Faced with the “ unhappy fact” of a 
record deficit, Nixon noted the Post 
Office had been able to trim its $7.5 
billion fiscal 1970 budget by only $140 
million. 
While a comprehensive review aim­ 
ed at modernizing the Post Office is 
under way, Nixon said, “ It is essen 
tial that financial pressures should not 
impair or reduce available services.” 
Nixon said Postmaster General Win­ 
ton M 
Blount had implemented some 
reforms but specific proposals requir­ 
ing congressional action will be sent 
to Congress within the next 45 days. 
“ I regret the need to raise postal 
rates,” Nixon said, “ I can suggest, 
however, that these increases can help 
our country 
achieve two 
Important 
goals. ” 
The increased postal rates can help 
control inflation by bringing federal 
revenues and expenditures into better ba­ 
lance, Nixon said. 
They also will make it easier for the 
Post Office “ to provide better postal 
service.” 
The across - the board increases, if 
adopted , will have the effect of making 
those who use the postal service most 
bear the costs more adequately, the Pres­ 
ident said. 
Blount told reporters at a White House 
briefing that the rate for second class 
mail would go to three-tenths of one 
cent per piece on July I, 1970, and eff­ 
ective Jan. 1, third class rates would go 
from 3.6 cents per piece to 4.2 cents 
per piece.

WASHINGTON 
(U PI)—Thir­ 
ty-six military bases have been 
ordered closed or reduced with 
a cutback of 6,222 military and 
3,028 civilian jobs and a budget 
reduction of $95 million a year, 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird announced today. 
An accompanying list showed 
however that 13 other bases and 
installations will gain a total of 
2,668 jobs through transfers 
from those being cut back. 
Laird said the actions, most of 
them to be completed by the 
end of this year, will free 14,000 
acres of land for non-defense 
use. Military personnel involv­ 
ed will be transferred to other 
assignments 
and 
civilians 
whose jobs are eliminated will 
be offered other job opportuni­ 
ties, he said. 
The locations that will expand 
and the number of jobs they 
will gain included: 
Naval Weapon Center, China 
Lake, California, 634; Naval 
Underseas Warfare Center, San 
Diego, Calif., 63; Naval Electro­

Student protest moves 
encounter opposition

Student protests mushroomed 
at major campuses across the 
nation Wednesday while opposi­ 
tion groups countered in a 
number of instances with force 
and demonstrations of their 
own.

University’s rolling campus in 
Washington, D.C. after a band 
of athletes and fraternity men 
stormed 
the 
administration 
building and evicted members 
of the Students for a Democra­ 
tic Society (SDS) who held the 
building since the noon hour. 
A few punches were tossed 
and the militants squirted fire 
extinguishers at the liberating 
forces but the counterattack 
was swift and ended with a 
minimum of disruption. 
President George H. Williams 
issued a statement later deplor­ 
ing the use of force by both 
groups. 
“Just as the previous action 
of occupation was deplorable, so 
this action was deplorable,”

Conservatory of Music in 1917, 
he attended the College of Au­ 
stria 
for two years, as the 
clouds of World War I rolled ov­ 
er the land. 
Times were difficult. Reber­ 
sky became a government-ac­ 
credited music teacher, “but 
the war was just over and there 
was not enough food or money.” 
To supplement his meager wag­ 
es, he taught at various times, 
elementary, high school and 
college classes. “Sometimes 
teachers had holes in their 
shoes,” he remembers in his 
Austrian accent. 
Though his life was interrupt­ 
ed by World War II, the next 
20-odd years were spent as a 
full-time cashier at the Vien­ 
na Building Construction Com­ 
pany and part-time concert vio­ 
linist with the Radio Orchestra 
of Vienna. The municipal-owned 
construction company — “ the 
largest building in Vienna” — 
built new homes for the com­ 
munity and controlled the wa­ 
ter, gas and electricity, he 
said. 
The greatest cultural glory 
of Austria derives from musi­ 
cal composition and perform­ 
ance, with Vienna the mecca and 
birthplace of renowned com­ 
posers 
for 
centuries. 
In 
this aura of tradition, Reber­ 
sky performed as a solo violin­ 
ist, concert master and assis­ 
tant conductor as the orchestra 
recorded over the air the class­ 
ical compositions of Shubert, 
Mozart, 
Haydn, 
Bach and 
Strauss, as well as semi-class- 
ical and popular music. The or­ 
chestra — about 70 members 
full strength — performed on 
the average of twice a week 
(“ mostly 
on Sunday 
morn­ 
ings.”) 


As a German officer during 
World War II, he was impris­ 
oned by the Russians in Roman­ 
ia, was later released “because 
I was not 
a Nazi.” He added 
that there was never enough 
food. Left ailing by the ravag­ 
es of war, he continued to work 
until an operation forced his 
retirment in 1959. “ It was a real 
hard time for me,” he remem­ 
bers. But he was plucked from 
his plight. 


With feeling, he told of his 
immigration to the UnitedStates 
the result of sponsorship from 
his niece’s husband, MSgt. Bil­ 
ly W. Carter of Vandenberg 
AFB.

three and one-half months. 
Superior Court Judge Herbert 
V. Walker will hear a motion 
for a new trial from defense 
lawyer Grant Cooper May 14.

then Sirhan will be

priate. 
Cooper was near tears as he 
faced newsmen after the death 
finding.

Compton 
made

suggestion that this will be a 
deterrent,” Cooper said. 
"I 
want to ask all of you —do you 
really believe this penalty will 
be a deterrent to the kind of 
crazy mind that could commit a 
political assassination? I asked 
the jury to see that this circle 
of 
violence 
ended 
in 
the 
courtroom but it hasn’t.” 
Cooper talked with Sirhan in 
an anteroom immediately after 
the verdict. The lawyer said the

First full eye 
transplant told 


HOUSTON (UPI) - John Mad­ 
den, a 55-year-oid Conroe, Tex., 
photographic studio owner, was 
“ progressing 
satisfactorily” 
today from what was believed 
to be the w orld's first trans­ 
plant of a complete eye. 


Madden, who received the 
new right eye Tuesday in a one- 
hour 
operation at Methodist 
Hospital, will have to wait three 
weeks to find out if he will be 
able to see with the grafted 
organ. In the meantime, both 
his eyes are stitched shut. 


Directing the surgery was Dr, 
Conrad D. 
Moore, assistant 
director 
of 
the Institute of 
Opthalmology 
and 
assistant 
professor of opthalmology at 
Baylor College of Medicine. 
Moore, who said that so far as 
he knew this was the first 
transplant of a whole eye, said 
rejection would not be so much 
of a problem as with a heart or 
kidney since an eye does not 
have so many blood vessels. 


The main question, Moore 
said, was whether the nerves 
were properly connected. 
Sim ilar operations have taken 
place transplanting the forward 
two-thirds of an eye, but that 
has been simply for looks and 
not with the hopes a patient 
would be able to see. 


The eye came from O.B. 
Hickman, a 55-year-old Houston 
man who died Monday of a 
brain tumor. Madden was in the 
hospital to receive a regular 
corneal transplant to correct a 
condition in both eves in which 
the cornea filled with fluid and 
became opaque.

was assigned the duties of the 
plate umpire in a “ crucial” 
game between the top two teams 
in the league. 
“It’s a heck of a spot to be 
in,” he admitted after the game, 
“but if I’m going to be in it 
I’d much rather be behind the 
plate than on the bases. ” 
Froehlich’s position was made 
ticklish not because of the fact 
that he lives in the town of Lom­ 
poc, but because his own son, 
Steve, a senior at Lompoc plays 
on the Lompoc team. This had 
been pointed out in a letter-to 
the editor by a pair of base­ 
ball fans in Santa Maria written 
to Tom Valentine, sportseditor 
of the Santa Maria Times. 
It was their point that it was 
unfair to the ball players 
of 
Righetti that Gus be assigned 
to call a game involving Righ­ 
etti, team which was in the 
midst of a battle with his own 
son’s team for the league cham­ 
pionship. What it didn’t point 
out was that the same could 
be said of assigning him to a 
Lompoc game. 
We’ve seen Gus, along with 
most of the other local umps, 
in action. Pros, they aren’t. If 
they were, they wouldn’t be 
holding down a regular job and 
picking up a little extra on 
the side in places like Lompoc, 
Santa Barbara and Santa Mar­ 
ia. They’d be on their way to 
the major ball parks of the 
country. 
But we do think they do an 
honest job of calling them the 
way they see the plays. The 
Tim es’ Valentine inferred as 
much in his answer to the com­ 
plaint, stating that if anything, 
he wouldn’t be surprised if Gus 
perhaps might be included to 
call them a little stricter ag­ 
ainst Steve and the Braves just 
to make sure there are no 
cries of favoritism. 
Valentine went on to state

Coming from Rubcic, who 
could very well be the Leo Du r- 
ocher 
of the 
Santa B arbara 
County League baseball circuit 
when it comes to a call which 
he questions, we’d say that was 
about the biggest vote of con­ 
fidence anyone could give to 
an umpire .whether he has a 
son on the team or not! 
Tomorrow the six Santa B ar­ 
bara County League team s be­ 
gin the final circuit of round 
robin games in the chase for 


the title. All but three (Lompoc, 
Righetti and Dos Pueblos) ape 
mathematically

DDT Use Bugs Scientists 


Moore promoted ro mgit position with tamed dept, store

WASHINGTON - ( NEA ) - 
The “ Silent Spring” of the 
late Rachel Carson in 1962 is 
turning into a noisy clam or 
over pesticides in Madison. 
Wis., in 1969. 


With a battery of scientists 
testifying against the use of 
c e r t a i n strong pesticides, 
and some m em bers of the 
U.S. 
Senate s u p p o r t i n g 
them, even the D epartm ent 
of Agriculture acknowledges 
that the Madison hearings 
could be DDT's Dien Bien 
Phu, or at least the Nor­ 
m andy 
beachhead 
for 
the 
conservationists. 


Sought in Madison by a 
private group called the E n ­ 
vironm ental Defense Fund is 
a statewide ban against the 
use of DDT. 
If achieved, 
both 
sides 
agree 
it 
could 
have widespread effects on 
the nationwide use of the 
pesticide, long under attack 
by c o n s e r v a t i o n i s t s who 
claim it is i n f i l t r a t i n g 
e a r th ’s 
total 
environm ent 
and threatening animal re- 
productivitv. 


Arrayed against them are 
strong farm 
g r o u p s and 
farm 
chem ical 
companies, 
who say the harmful effects 
of DDT are exaggerated and 
that banning it would raise 
food prices considerably. 


"It is my opinion that the 
retail cost of fruits and vege* 


tables would increase by 50 
per cent or m ore with a sub­ 
stantial restriction in pesti­ 
cide u se,” said Duane Bald­ 
win, president of the Michi­ 
gan Agricultural C onference. 
“ Animal p r o d u c t s would 
very soon 
increase drasti­ 
cally in price as the cost of 
feed for milk and m eat ani­ 
m als advanced." 
“ We’re not antipesticide,” 
said Dr. Charles w u rster of 
the University of New- York 
at Stony Brook, a m em ber 
of the 
Environm ental 
De­ 
fense Fund i E D F). "W e’re 
opposing the m ore 
persist­ 
e n t’ 
ones 
such 
as 
DDT. 
There are plenty of pesti­ 
cides that can be used effec­ 
tively in its place " 
“ P ersistence” 
in 
p e s t i ­ 
cides m eans those chem icals 
which retain their potency 
indefinitely. Therein lies the 
com plaint' about the chlori­ 
nated h y d r o c a r b o n s , of 
which DDT is a m em ber. 
DDT r e s i d u e has been 
found in cow’s milk, fruits 
and, in one celebrated case, 
in salmon. S p r a y e d on a 
field or city park to kill in­ 
sects. 
its residues can be 
washed by rain into a lake 
and 
rem ain 
there 
for 
10 
years. 


Taken in by a fish, which 
m ay then be eaten by a bird 
of prey, it then becom es an 
active 
residue 
within 
the 
bird. What happens to the 
bird was part of E D F ’s sci­ 
entific presentation in e a r ­ 


lier hearings in Madison this 
year, in linking DDT’ residue 
with the decreased reproduc­ 
tive capabilities of birds ot 
prey. 
The 
implication 
was

pat to even need mentioning. 
H um ans eat fish, too, as well 
as drink milk and eat fruit. 


Those 
seeking 
the 
DDT 
ban have already presented 
their case 
in 
Madison 
in 
hearings that began in De­ 
cem ber. with DDT defenders 
to follow in late April 


Wisconsin becam e a natu­ 
ral testing ground for the 
cam paign against the ch em i­ 
cal for a num ber of reasons 
A 1943 Wisconsin statute a l­ 
lows a private citizen to pe­ 
tition a state agency for a 
ruling on how. or whether, 
laws and regulations which 
that agency adm inisters a p ­ 
ply to a p articular question. 


The question in this case is 
w hether or not DDT is a 
harm ful pollutant. The reg u ­ 
lation under which it would 
be banned is the sta te ’s W a­ 
ter Quality Standards. 


The ban has strong sup­ 
port from W isconsin’s D em o­ 
cratic Sen 
G aylord Nelson, 
who led off testimony in De­ 
cem ber in support of E D F ’s 
case. And although strong 
opposition to the ban comes 
from the farm com m unity, 
some 
Wisconsin 
dairym en 
have had negative experi­ 
ences with DDT. when the 
residue showed 
up in the 


milk and m ade it u n m arket­ 
able 
But 
the 
powerful 
F a rm 
Bureau Federation has come 
down strongly against 
the 
ban.

farm groups. Most farm ers 
see the Madison hearings as 
the opening gun in a continu­ 
ing war on pesticides. 
F arm ers claim the largel\ 
urban population of today is 
ignorant of current farming 
m e t h o d s ,

ficient food production. The 
a \ e r a g e A m erican spends 
only IX per cent of his after 
tax incom e for food, c o m ­ 
pared to 27 per cent b\ E n g­ 
lishm en, 38 by G erm ans. 43 
by Italians and 50 per cent 
by R u s s i a n s . C hem icals, 
they say, account for much 
of the difference. 
Turning to less persistent 
pesticides will not solve the 
food cost p r o b l e m , they 
argue, since the less-persist­ 
ent chem icals are m ore e x ­ 
pensive to buy and must be 
applied m ore often, thus in­ 
creasing production costs.

Government waste laid to agency appropriations 


Overlap, Duplication and Con­ 
tradiction 
The biggest single cause of 
government 
waste, 
in 
the 
opinion of many administration 
and congressional officials, is 
the long-standing practice of 
drafting appropriations bills on 
an agency-by-agency basis. 
Until very recently, no serious 
attempt was made at the White 
House or Congress to look at 
government 
spending 
on 
a 
functional 
basis-that 
is, 
to 
examine 
simultaneously 
and 
critically all of the things that 
are being done by all federal 
agencies in a particular field. 
This lack of overview may not 
have been a particularly serious 
matter in years past, when 
society was similar, the govern­ 
ment less active, and the lines 
of responsibility more clearly 
drawn. 
Today, however, 
there 
is 
scarcely a single major govern­ 
ment function that does not cut 
across department or agency 
lines. 
A recent survey by the 
Senate Government Operations 
Committee 
showed 
that 
10 
agencies are involved in man­ 
power programs; 18 agencies 
are 
conducting programs to 
improve the natural environ­ 
ment; and 20 have something to 
do with health. 
Daniel P. Moynihan, Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s chief adviser on 
urban affairs and a veteran of 
two 
Democratic 
administra­ 
tions, says the government now 
has so many programs spread 
through so many agencies it is 
hard for policy makers “ just to 
keep up with what is going on,” 
let alone achieve any kind of 
true coordination. 
As a freshman member of 
Congress, Hep. William V. Roth 
Jr., 
R-Del., 
was profoundly 
shocked last year to discover 
that no one in Washington could 
tell him how many federal aid 
programs 
are 
currently 
in 
operation. 
He set out to make his own 
list. 
After eight months of 
patient interrogation of indivi­ 
dual agencies, he managed to 
identify 
1,050 
separate pro­ 
grams 
under 
which 
federal 
money is given or loaned to 
states, cities, institutions or 
individuals. 
Roth has neither the staff nor 
the authority to determine how 
much overlapping and duplica­ 
tion there is in this welter of 
federal activity. But he figures 
there’s bound to be a lot when— 
to cite just one field as an 
example - 15 agancies are dis­ 
pensing 
funds through 
211 
separate programs to support 
higher education. 
Specific cases of overlap, 
duplication 
and even 
direct 
contradiction between federal 
programs come to light often 
enough to indicate that Roth 
has 
sound grounds for this 
suspicion. 
Item: The House Appropria­ 
tions Committee, investigating 
the 
government’s 
marine 
science activities (on which 11 
agencies 
spend 
nearly $500 
million a year, found theCoast 
and Geodetic Survey preparing 
to explore underwater manga­ 
nese deposits which had only 
recently been extensively and 
expensively 
studied 
by 
the 
Geological Survey. 
Item: 
The 
Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
will spend $8 million this year 
on efforts to discourage smok­ 
ing, 
while 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
will 
spend 
$30 
million to subsidize the growing 
of tobacco. 


Item: 
The Air 
Force 
is 
spending about $600 million 
year on its “ Manned Orbiting 
Laboratory” project which is 
strikingly similar to the spac 
craft program of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration (NASA). Critics charge 
that 
the 
Manned 
Orbiting 
Laboratory was put into 
the 
budget solely to gratify the Air 
Force’s desire for a piece of the 
action in space research. 


One of the cardinal principles 
of systematic analysis is that 
spending decisions should be 
based on a careful calculation 
of what a program will cost 
over the long run, rather than 
during its first year or two of 
operation, 
when 
it 
is 
just 
getting under way. 
“ Tliis 
principle 
is 
being 
widely ignored,” said Robert 
Haveman, professor ofeconom 
ics at Grinnell College, Iowa, 
who is currently on leave to 
help the Joint Congressional 
Economic Committee invest! 
gate how “ P P B ” is working in 
federal agencies. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D* 
Wis., vice chairman of the Joint 
Economic Committee, charged 
that the Armed Forces have 
persistently misled Congress 
about the ultimate costs of new 
weapons systems, such as the 
antiballistic missile (ABM) now 
under consideration. 
Proxmire said in an interview 
his committee’s hearing have 
established that the Air Force’s 
Qew CW5 15 airplane “ will pro­ 
bably cost the American tax­ 


payer $2 bibion more than the 
original contract ceiling of $3 
billion.” 


Nor is that an unusual case, 
Proxmire said. “ About 90 per 
cent of the major new weapons 
systems adopted by the military 
end up costing at least twice as 
much as was originally estimat­ 
ed.” 
Proxmire said the Pentagon’s 
“ notorious” readiness to per­ 
mit a military contractor to 
double or triple his original 
price tag has encouraged the 
practice 
of 
“ buy-in-bidding” 
which 
a firm deliberately en­ 


ters an absurdly low bid in or­ 
der to obtain a defense contract, 
and then puts in a whopping 
claim for “ unexpected” extra 
costs. 
Proximire said the Pentagon 
could stop “ buy-in bidding” in a 
hurry 
if 
it 
began 
slapping 
severe penalties on contractors 
whose costs run far higher than 
the original estimate. But no 
move in this direction has been 
made, he said, because “ the 
connections between the milita­ 
ry and the major industries 
which supply it are very close 


and very cooperative.” 


all agencies eventually will be 
examined by one section of the 
bureau, all education programs 
by another, and so on. This 
operation, however, is quite new 
and still a long way from being 
full effective. 
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Efforts are being made, botli 
in the Administration and in 
Congress, to provide govern­ 
ment 
decision 
makers 
with 
more of the kind of information 
they must have to make sound 
choices about spending. 
The 
Budget 
Bureau 
has 
instituted an“ overview” system 
under which activities will be 
grouped for bureau review by 
function rather than merely by 
agency. This means, for exam­ 
ple, that manpower programs of 


The 
House 
Appropriations 
Committee chairman, Rep. Ma­ 
hon. has introduced a resolution 
that 
would 
require every 
congressional committee, when 
recommending creation of ex­ 
pansion of any federal program, 
to submit cost estimates for the 
first five years of its operation. 
This could help Congress avoid 
getting mousetrapped by “ foot 
in the door” programs. 
Rep. 
Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., 
chairman of the House Ways 


and Means Committee, wants 
Congress 
to 
establish 
a 
“ Government program Evalua­ 
tion Commission.” It would be 
similar to the Hoover Commis­ 
sion, Mills said, but would study 
the substance rather than just 
the efficiency of each federal 
activity, seeking 
to 
identify 
redundant and ineffective pro­ 
grams. 
The degiee to which systema­ 
tic analysis becomes a signifi­ 
cant tool in budget making in 
the years ahead will depend on 
how much support it gets from 
President Nixon and his new 
Republican team. Indications to 
date 
are 
that 
Nixon 
is 
sympathetic to the concept but 
he has been too busy with other 


problems 
to 
give 
it 
much 
attention. 
One 
maior 
step 
toward 
increased emphasis on analyti­ 
cal budgeting was taken at the 
Pentagon last month. Defense 
Department comptroller Robert 
C. Moot ordered the Armed 
Forces to apply the techniques 
of cost-effectiveness analysis to 
all military spending programs, 
including 
decisions 
on such 
matters as whether to shut 
down a base, or when to recap 
aircraft tir*'s.

The new Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. Robert 
Fmch, also has displayed a keen 
interest in putting decisions on 
a sounder basis. He believes at 


least 1 per cent of all funds 
appropriated for 
educational 
and social programs should be 
earmarked for objective evalua­ 
tion of how the programs work 
in practice. 


All of these initiatives will 
encounter quiet but formidable 
opposition from people, in and 
out of government, who fear 
that 
rational analysis might 
lead to drastic cutbacks or even 
elimination of their pet pro­ 
grams. This opposition, being 
intense and focused, is likely to 
prevail over the rather diffuse 
public 
interest 
in 
reducing 
waste—unless or until the long- 
suffering 
American taxpayer 
really sees red.

victims of a smear campaign it 
aroused their finer instincts.

Does it make sense? 


On Tuesday of this week the County Water Agency delayed 
action on the Lompoc Dam project for another 30 days to 
provide time for the county’s consultant to further study the 
findings of the Bureau of Reclamation. We find this latest de­ 
lay, one in what seems to be a continuing series, difficult to 
understand. 
Once again, we must look at facts. 
Last September, the Bureau of Reclamation completed the 
preliminary feasibility study on this vital project. The report 
was presented to the Agency, the government body which origi­ 
nally requested the report. The report cost taxpayers nearly 
a half-million dollars. The findings were the conclusion of near­ 
ly 4V2 years of thorough engineering effort. 
For nearly three months, the County Water Agency and the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation District studied and held 
public hearings on the preliminary report. The comments and 
suggestions resulting from this review were presented to the 
Bureau of Reclamation for consideration in the final report. 
Meanwhile, on January 25 of this year, a disastrous flood 
struck the area. Prompted by this catastrophe, the County 
Water Agency and the Santa Ynez Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict, by resolution, strongly recommended that the Bureau 
of Reclamation expedite the completion of the final feasibility 
report. The Bureau responded in accord with the resolution. 
The Bureau’s final report, read Tuesday before a large au­ 
dience and the Water Agency directors, in strong language 
states unequivocally the following: 
“ There is an urgent need to develop a supplemental munici­ 
pal and industrial water supply for the city of Lompoc, Vanden­ 
berg Air Force Base and the communities of Vandenberg Village

Soviet stooges 


NEW YORK (NEA) 
Evidence increases that the Russians 
are now encouraging their supporters in 
the United States to expand their role 
in the “ student movement’’. 
According to specialist on communism 
this represents a new and and important 
change in Soviet revolutionary strategy. 
University campuses in the United States 
and elsewhere in the West, in their view, 
are fast becoming a battleground of pro- 
Moscow and pro-Peking ideologies. 
After the 1968 stu­ 
dent riots in the United 
States and Europe, the 
Kremlin’s ideologists 
castigated 
the 
New 
Left rebels as “ irre- 
s p o n s i b l e anar­ 
chists,” 
“ stooges of 
Mao 
Tse-tung” and 
“ werewolves.” 
Now 
they are urging their 
followers in the United 
States, Italy, France 
and West Germany to “ capture” the lead­ 
ership of the student movement and es­ 
calate rioting in the universities. 
Even Professor Herbert Marcuse, the 
German-American apostle of the New 
Left, is being treated with greater re­ 
spect by the Russians. Only a few months

But such, unfortunately, is the case. Any observer of the 
scene can readily determine that the County Water Agency di­ 
rectors, including oar own representative, are determined that 
their own highly-paid consultant be given the opportunity to 
prove that the Bureau of Reclamation, somehow, made a near 
half-million dollar mistake. 
From a practical standpoint, taxpayers must have a difficult 
time trying to understand why their tax dollars must be used 
to disprove the findings of one government agency over another. 
Now the Agency which originally requested this thorough 
feasibility study, grants another 30 days for the opportunity 
to chew up the findings. Puzzling, certainly, is the fact that 
this delaying action was prompted by the suggestion of our own 
area representative. 
Does this make sense? 


ago the University of San Diego’s con­ 
troversial professor was denounced by 
Moscow as a “ traitor.” 
The American Muscovites, quick to 
take their cue from the Kremlin, have 
already changed their line. They have 
“ discovered” belatedly that the rioting 
students could be valuable allied in the 
struggle against “ monoply capital.” 
Having failed for the last 50 years to 
gain a foothold in the American labor 
movement, they now hope to exploit the 
rebellious students as pawns in their pro- 
Soviet strategy. 
“ All honor to these politically alive 
young men and women who recognize 
that their main enemy is to be found in 
the boards of regents and trustees,” 
said the daily newspaper of the Musco­ 
vites after the outbreak of riots at Har­ 
vard. 
Clearly disturbed by Red China’s influ­ 
ence on the New Left and Negro mili­ 
tants, the Kremlin rulers seem to have 
decided that the time has come to place 
the rebellious students in the service of 
Russian goals. 
This was spelled out in a revealing doc­ 
ument printed in a Moscow journal, 
“ World Economy and International Re­ 
lations.” 
A close connection between the stu-

dents and the working class is impor­ 
tant because it multiplies the anticapi­ 
talist coalition,” the document said. 
“ It also helps the student movement to 
free itself from its preseht shortcom­ 
ings and to unfold the battles of the 
mass movement for a fundamental change 
in society.” 
In Marxist-Leninist doubletalk, the 
“ working-class” means, of course, the 
Soviet-dominated Communist parties. 
Moscow therefore urges its adherents 
to recognize the student movement as an 
important force in the class struggle and 
“ to build it into the Communists’ strate­ 
gic concepts.” 
How will the New Left react to the 
Kremlin’s olive branch? 
Many members of the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) have as much 
contempt for the aging and potbellied 
Muscovite bureaucrats in the United 
States as for the “ capitalist establish­ 
ment.” They regard them as traitors 
to the revolutionary cause. 
Daniel Cohn-Bendit, 
leader of the 
French student riots in 1968 and author 
of a book called “ Obsolete Communism: 
the Leftwing Alternative,” spoke for 
many of the rebels when he described 
the pro-Russian Communists as “ Stal­ 
inist pigs.” 
There is no doubt that some students, 
with real or imaginary grievances, are 
convinced they are fighting for academic 
freedom and a just society. Few of them 
realize that they are increasingly mani­ 
pulated by forces that have little in com­ 
mon with freedom or justice. 
Moscow’s puppets on tne American uni­ 
versity campus are still in a minority. 
But the Kremlin risers seem to believe 
that with a new militant policy and a lav­ 
ish supply of funds they will be able to 
bring the student movements in the Unit­ 
ed States and elsewhere in the West under 
their control.

Tax system 


Those in Congress who so loudly pro- 
claim their good-doing have a great place 
to start in relieving the idiotic torture 
called our tax system. 


I refer for the ump­ 
teenth time to the posi­ 
tive, obvious and rot­ 
ten injustice of leav­ 
ing the tax exemption 
at 
$600. 
Congress 
could correct this with 
the stroke of a pen; 
Yet these heroes with 
their higher salaries, 
riding their own gravy 
train, 
shrink 
away 
from the subject like a 
rabbit bolting for its hole. 
Trailing the TV cameras with them 
when they can, they search, search, 
search for injustices and shout them at 
us, as pleased with themselves as mice 
in a cheese factory. They’re outraged 
about the Eskimos, poverty, discrimi­ 
nation and everything else under the sun. 
They say they’re on the side of the under­ 
dog — but who isn’t? 
To their political profit they pound 
home the preachment of individual rights 
instead of individual responsibility. They 
talk about our country as if it were a 
substandard orphanage. They teach all 
“ underprivileged” that somebody else 
owes them a living. And they help ere- 
ate a great many perpetual loafers who 
would not do a day’s real work, under 
any conditions whatever. But the family 
breadwinner, the hard worker, the self- 
reliant earner, ah, he’s the Forgotten 
Man. 
Bring up the subject of the unjust 
$600 tax exemption, and bring it up 
again and again, and you get absolutely 
no place with these good-doing heroes. 
They just keep knouting us to death as 
if we were just too stupid to know what 
they are doing. 
This exemption that Congress permits 
us is their allowance for the total cost 
of feeding, clothing, housing and educat­ 
ing the average dependent, or every 
other member of the breadwinner’s fam­ 
ily for a year. 
That’s justice? Those Representatives 
and Senators who loudly lay claim to the 
voice of justice should bloody well know 
it isn’t. Said an angry 39-year-old Illi­ 
nois farmer recently to a Gallup poll­ 
ster: “ Why, that $600 isn’t enough to 
support even a child for six months, 
much less 12 months. It’s hardly more 
than a dollar a day.” 
This is exactly what it was supposed 
to cost 107 years ago. 
May I repeat, for the point cannot be 
made too often and taxpayers should 
knock their awareness of it into Con­ 
gress’s head, that when the income tax 
was first proposed in 1862 the cost of 
living was calculated at $600 a year 
That’s the basis for today’s outrage — 
the cost of living 107 years ago. 
The income tax was abolished five 
years later. Then when the income tax 
was sneaked back as a hidden rider on 
a tariff bill in 1913 the cost-of-living 
allowance was adjusted to $3,000 or five 
times today’s $600. And that was 56 
years ago. 
Even during the Depression Congress 
set it at $1,000 per year. That, of itself, 
was 37 years ago. Living costs have mul­ 
tiplied again and again, of course, and 
right now are at another new all-time 
high. 
The respected National Industrial Con. 
ference Board finds that it now requires 
a $14,000 a year salary to give a fam­ 
ily of four the purchasing power it had 
on a 
$5,000 salary in 1939. A $5,000- 
a-year man with three dependents had 
then $4,941 to spend after taxes. To. 
day he needs a gross income of $14,- 
282 to net the same amount. Taxes 
draw off $2.083 and inflation has cliDDed 


away a full $7,258 — nearly 50 per­ 
cent more than the total amount he had 
made for himself and his family before. 
According to the Labor Department’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics — and if 
the Congressmen don’t think that’s of- 
ficial, what is? — the value of the 1939 
dollar based on its Consumer Price In­ 
dex has fallen to 39.2 cents today. Yet 
the Congressional windbag boys still 
hold us to our $60CWa-year allowance. 
Talk is cheap. But why do the Con­ 


gressmen stay off this subject? The 
next time you hear them bleed their 
hearts, call TV hearings and stroke 
their tearful eyes in public about in- 
justice, just remember that handsome 
is as handsome does — and that il 
they really want to serve justice they 
have the power to do so, right now, and 
overnight. Let them put up or shut up 
— or answer to you.

Complex case 


Percy Heckendorf is a judge who loves 
his work. 
Although he retired last Fall, Judge 
Heckendorf can’t stay away from the ven­ 
erable County Courthouse. 
He was back in Department 4 this 
week in what is without doubt to be his 
“ last case.” 


Judge Heckendorf at 69 has taken over 
the gavel in a complex trial that is 
scheduled to last for 40 days. He is now 
on special assignment. The cast of Hol­ 
lister Co. vs. Cal-L Exploration Co. be­ 
gan last Tuesday and was resumed Fri­ 
day. It deals with title rights on the 34,- 
000 acre Hollister Ranch holdings in the 
western Goleta Valley area. 


As befitting a big oil case, the court­ 
room is swarming with attorneys. In ad­ 
dition to Cal-L, 
Sabre Petroleum Co., 
of Dallas, has legal representation. 


Glen Taylor, president of the Dallas 
firm, has revealed his company has ac­ 
quired the master lease formerly held 
by Cal-L. . 


The mineral rights squabble involves 
members of the Hollister family as 
well. 


Big issues will turn on the decision in 
the case. Macco Corp., of Newport Beach 
is standing by anxiously. It finds its plans 
to mass-develop much of the giant ranch 
area are being stymied by the legal and 
other entanglements. 


Judge Heckendorf is particularly fit­ 
ted to handle long, 
complex cases. At 
least, he has presided over many others. 
By taking over this case, he also light­ 
ens the load on the other Superior Court 
judges who are laden with cases. 
County supervisors were told only a 
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few months ago that Judge Heckendorf 
had offered to continue his court duties 
for many months without compensation 
other than his retirement pay. 
Unfortunately, the county at that point 
was due to have more judges than it had 
courtrooms - and Judge Heckendorfs 
offer couldn’t be accepted. Now, how­ 
ever, there is some leeway due to re­ 
shuffling of court and hearing room 
space in Courthouse Square. 
Courtroom kibitzers will find the Hol- 
•lister Ranch case worthy of some time. 
The ranch goes back to the days of legen­ 
dary Col. W. W. Hollister, one of the 
giants in the past of Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty, and the man who colonized the com­ 
munities of Lompoc and Hollister. 
Sale of the vast holdings of the Hol­ 
lister Estate Co. to Hollister Co., head­ 
ed by the late developer, Harris Gold­ 
berg, of Thousand Oaks, and others, 
for $12.3 million took place in August, 
1965. Seventeen miles of ocean frontage 
was involved, in what compared in size 
with the largest original land grants in 
the region. 
Sixty-seven heirs under the will of 
John J. Hollister Sr. were involved in 
the title transfer. 
The Hollister heirs reside in areas 
stretching from British Columbia to Ar­ 
gentina. 
Dr. Clinton Hollister served 
as president of the Hollister Estate Co. 
The transaction had involved the Wirw 
Chester, Salsipuedes, Refugio and Las 
Cruces Ranches, office buildings in San­ 
ta Barbara, and various other assets of 
the Hollister Estate. Mineral, oil and 
gas rights, a beef breeding herd and op- 
erating ranch leases were also included. 
Judge 
Heckendorf has much neces^ 
sary background in the matter. Four 
years ago he presided at court hearings 
involving trusts in the estate.
